Mr. J. T. Trowbridge’s chapters of reminiscence in 
the March Atlantic are somewhat disappointing, simply 
because the personal note is not so strong and sure as 
in the earlier instaliments. A long and eventful period 
of his life is covered, but there is a trifle too much, 
comparatively speaking, about the Boston of the fifties 
and the abolition movement, and too little about Mr. 
Trowbridge’s self. His notes on his contemporaries, to 
be sure, are apt, kindly, and sufficiently frank to be 
interesting, but they tell us nothing new. He dwells 
on his early editorial ventures, which were unim- 
portant, but we are not permitted to trace the course 
of his literary growth from the era of “ Martin Merri- 
vale” to that of “ Neighbor Jackwood.” He mentions 
the later novel, which was accounted a great work in 
its day, in the same tone, so to speak, as he mentions 
the feebler early work. Perhaps we shall get a stronger 
hold on Trowbridge, the author, in the next install-

That the publishing of Bibles is as good 

a business as ever is strongly indicated 
by the fact that the principal Bible pub- 
lshers of England and America Nave 
formed a consolidation in the nature of 
a “trust.” Trusts are sel@dom formed 
and never “ floated” on a falling market. 

And always it is to be borne in mind 
that the publishers have to compete with 
other publishers who make it their aim 
to publish and distribute the Bible at 
cost, and who would, in the case of @ 
copyrighted book, be “pirates.” The 
Bible is not copyrighted, although what 
pretends to be the latest supplement to 
it is, and by Mary Baker Glover Patter- 
son Eddy. It is issued in forms which 
make it the cheapest book printed. You 
can get the whole of the Bible from the 
American Bible Society for 15 cents, and 
the British and Foreign Society has an 
edition that retails for sixpence. This 
latter society has in a century issued 
something like a hundred and seventy- 
five millions of copies; counting all lan- 
guages, and its output last year was 
jive millions, of which a third were in 
English. The American Bible Society, 
seventy-five years old, has issued a mill- 
ion copies, apparently all in English, for 
every year of its existence. This is the 
competition which the publishers for 
profit have to- sustain: They sustain it 
so successfully that they are consolidat- 
irg, and the extent of their business may 
be judgéd from the fact that the print- 
ing done by the British branches alone 
gives employment to threé thousand 
men. Moreover, these houses, on both 
sides, report that the demand for their 
issues is steadily increasing. 

Upon the whole, the burden of proof 
that Bible reading is going out of fash- 
jon is upon those who make the assertion. 
Nothing at all approaching a demonstra- 
tion has yet been furnished by them...

This transformation is most 
noticeabie in his figure work, and, although 
he never subordinated what he saw to 
what he felt, he never sought to reproduce 
what he knew a thing to be if examined 
under different conditions and from a dif- 
ferent point of view. 


It was this essence of reality, conibined 
with a well-schooled imagination in his 
work, which appealed to the-French land- 
scapists in the second quarter of the last 
century, and the effect of which is seen

croix, Rousseau, ‘Corot, Millet, and Cour- 
bet, but even Segantini, Meunier, and Puvis 
de Chavannes.

that time. Search in the State archives in
